UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT SENDS

Chicago, Aug. 12.—More than two score of the most 
daring birdmen of two continents were entered for the great- 
est aviation meet in the history of aerial navigation, which 
started here this morning under the most favorable condi- 
tions. The big hotels in the neighborhood of Grant Park 
along the lake front are filled to their capacity, there being 
tully 50,000 visitors in Chicago for the meet. 

The organizers of the meet, among whom are some of 
the wealthiest and most progressive merchants of the city, 
have spared neither money nor trouble to make the meet the 
most successful thing of its kind ever conducted in America. 
Their efforts have made it sufficiently attractive from a fin- 
ancial point of view to bring out all the noted athletes of two 
continents and seven nations. France is represented in the 
startérs this morning by Roland Garros, Rene, Simon and 
Rene Barrier, all three of whom are noted throughout Europe 
for their daring feats. From England there is Tom Sopwith, 
‘Known as his majesty’s own airman. Other famous. avia- 
sors who will fly are McCurdy, the Canadian veteran; Rajor- 
dasky, a Russian; John Frisbie, and others.

Before becoming intleresied in the 
boy scaul movement, Senator Page 
made a study of the methods of edu- 
cating boys and girls in different coun- 
tries, and has now introduced a bill iu 
congress lo provide for (he co-opera- 
(ion of the Federal government with 
{he states {n encouraging instruction 
in agriculture, trades, industries, aud 
home economics in secondary sehools, 
state and uormal schools, colleges and 
universities. 

Such a bill as proposed by Senator 
Page would call for the expenditure 
of millions of dollars and like appro- 
priatlons from the national treasury. 
The leaders of the boy seout movergent 
of America and Senator Page doubtless 
Will co-operate in working for this bil, 
as they feel that the boy scouts prin- 
ciples are along the lines of this meas- 


ure, 

Speaking of tis measure and the 
boy scout principles, Senator Page

“Tam especially interested in the 
better education of the boys and girls 
of our country, and iy bill is in such 
entire harmony-with the work that the 
boy scouls are trying to do that Tam
